In this regard, the additional oral assurances g ven to us on the evening of July IS at 
your villa by Mr. Krajismk and Dr. Buha are vitry important. When I briefed Secretary 
Christopher, Secretary Perry, and their colleag jes at the White House on July 19, they 
attached particular importance to the unpublished and unpublkrized assurances that we 
received that rught concerning the use of posters of Karadzic and his private (i.e., secret 
or unpublicized) participation in the affairs of :he RS or the 5D5. I told them how Dr. 
Buha had raised his har.d and gave his word tJiat these things would not happen, and 
then shook my hand, as a guarantee on this pcint They are determined that Buha's 
*oafch" be fulfilled. 

I also wish to go beyond the narrow discussion we had in Belgrade about Karadzic 
The essential point is that Krajisnik and Buha must ensure that the elections go forward 
without intimidation of the voters by the SDS. Also, the SDS must stop openly 
against the very essence of fee Dayton Agreements.

But I can say that when Roberts Owen and I reported to Secretary Christopher 
and Ambassador Komb! um on our talks with you on this subject including M dan's last 
words to me in Belgrade ("don't take Montenegro off the table") the Secretary was 
interested in more details. Ambassador Korhbljin wiC be in direct touch with you 
about the next steps in this critically-important Drocess.
